Revenue Collector! 


Speaking of ta i es. and who isn’t, 
there are late revealing figures of 
the huge sums contributed to the 
Federal revenues from tile aale of 
varioua products in thia country. 
And I daresay th a t a great many 
people would mi.sa answering tile 
’$64 question” if they were asked, 
W hat industry contributes th# 
greatest amount of Federal revenue 
from the aals of its products.'” In 
fact, when we tried out that que* 
lion on some of our worldly wise 
friends, several o f them mentioned 
i the ‘tobaccoindustry” and quite a 
few answered ‘petroleum products.” 
Well, we won't keep you in su s­ 
pense a n y lo n g e r. T h e c o rre c t 
answer is that during the final 
j year of 1943, the complete figures 
of which we have on hand now. 
Federal revenues from alcoholic 
beverages, including customs d u ­ 
ne*, totaled $1,514 ‘219,247. T his 
amount wasalmost twice aa large as 
tobacco, which wa* the n ett prin 
cipal c o n trib u to r, and about five 
times larger than Federal taxes col­ 
lected on petroleum products' 
This sound* like we’re boasting, 
but really we're not. We rethinking 
about ju st a few short years ago 
when we tried Prohibition in this 
country with such dism al corm# 
quem es . . . the sam e results that 
were experienced by every ethel 
country where it wa* tried and 
where it failed. W e're thinking of 
the million* and miUiona of dollars 
th at were diverted from th e coffers 
of our T reasury D epartm ent to the 
long pockets of bootleggers, whose 
existence was m ade possible by dis­ 
regard of an unpopular law. 
Of course, all of th e tax revenue 
from the sale of alcoholic beverages 
doe* not go to the Federal G overn­ 
ment . We have before us a break­ 
down of additional sta te and local 
revenues rn the am ount o f over a 
half billion dollar*. These state and 
local revenues are used to defray 
some of the cost o f education, hos­ 
pitals, agricultural aid, old age p en­ 
sions, aid to crippled children and 
other sim ilar purposes 
■Again and again we say it: 
industry, in full recognition o f the 
social aspects of its business, is 
doing its best to show Americana 
th a t regulation, both by law and 
Ii se lf-im p o sitio n , is b ey o n d a n y 
doubt to be preferred to bootleg­ 
ging. corruption and other evils 
w hich stein from P ro h ib itio n 
wha.Ii doe* not prohibit.
